So great was 
ihe space required for the coal that, 
though the vessel was 2.00" tons burden, 
she could only find room for 250 tons of 
saying cargo 
Contrast this with the per- 


formances of a new steamer of the pres- 
ent day. The Arizona, is about double the 
size of the Persia, but she consumes only 
>ne and three fourths pounds of coal per 
iour per horse power The consequence 
is that she can carry 3,400 ions of paying 
freight and can steam .sixteen and one- 
lalf knots against the Persia's thirteen, 
hus burning but one-fifth of a ton of coal 
"or eich ton of goods carried across the 
Atlantic, instead of the six and one-eighth 
tons burned by the Persia. The present 
expenditure of coal in causing a ton of 
^oods across is, therefore, less than one- 
birtietb of what it was twenty Years ago, 
and improvement is still going on.
